Pulley blocks were formerly made with 


» rope strap placed around the Hock on 
the outsldf. Now, in wooden blocks, the 
strap is made of iron, and is placed inside 
The shell. Many very large blocks and 
great numlxjrs of very small ones are now 
made entirely of iron. There are fewer 
deep water fhips than there were, their 
place having been taken largely by steam 
vessels and therefore Tewer blocks are re- 
quired to supply the demand, bat great 
mnnbors are required for the coasting 
fleets and yachts. Within comparatively 
recent years the use of pulley blocks on 
land has increased enormously, so that the 
aggregate consumption of blocks continues 
\ ery large. 


Wooden blocks are made roost common- 


ly with an ash shell and lignum vitae 
sheaves: in smaller and medium sized 
blocks the shell also is sometimes made of 
lignum vitae. The use of wire rope in 
derricks is familiar. Wire halyards are 
now used to some extent on yachts, as well 
as wire standing rigging, and where such 
halyards are used metal sheaves are sub- 
stituted for those of wood. The blocks of 
a big. heavily sparred steam yacht, say 
barkeutine rigged, might cost $1,500. On 
the great number of sailboats and small 
yachts there are used many little blocks of 
galvanized iron. 


On shore there are now used in cities 


immense numbers of little blocks for pul 
U-y lines for drying clothes. Such blocks 
tire made of iron and of wood in various 
styles. In a city like Xew York hundreds 
of thousands of such blocks are in use. 
The demand for the very largest of blocks 
for land use has also grown within very 
recent years, such blocks being now used 
very extensively on the heavy derricks 
employed in the construction of the tall 
modern buildings. Big blocks used on 
derricks with manilla rope are made with 
wooden shells and iron sheaves. 
Blocks 


used with wire rope are all iron. The use 
of iron blocks is increasing. The great 
wooden blocks are made up to 16 inches in 
length. Iron blocks are made up to 17 
inrhes and sometimes to order still larger. 
—Xew York Sun.

Cuba, 
who had despaired of making homes in 
tbat wilderness: 20 formed the crew of

wrecked 
off Hogstay 
island, in the 


Bahamas, and the remaining five were 
seamen from the American schooner 
Hattie Godfrey, which -wa>- torn to splin- 
ters on the rocks of Koinanos reef, off 
the Cuban coast. 


The crew of the Framnes, though they 


had lost everything save the clothing 
they wore, were glad to escape with their 
lives. The steamer, a craft of 1>5S ton*, 
bound from Norfolk for Santiago with 
railroad iron, rail on a reef live miles 
from Hogstay on the night of March '2. 
The water boiled white over the reefs 
all around the vessel when daylight came, 
and for five days the crew remained on 
the bulk, which was constantly swr-pt by 
the waves. On March 7 the sea calmed, 
and they landed on the island, a diminu- 
tive rocky reef 400 by 200 feet in size, in 
lifelwats. 
The 
boats had 
been well 


stocked with provisions, which were land- 
ed on the reef. 


For two days a constant watch for R 


sail was kept, and then Chief 
Mate 


Knlderup and five sailors were dispatch- 
ed iu one of the lifeboats for help.

While persons have 
suffered for many years from what they 
believed to be a grave organic disease of 
the stomach and were themselves fully 
convinced that cancer at least was the 
cause of their suffering, it turned out that 
when a postmortem examination was made 
that a healthier stomach than the average 
was found, but there were evidences of 
long standing and serious disease of the 
brain. In fact, sick headache is the result 
of eating too much and exercising too lit- 
tle. In the majority of cases its cause lies 
in the fact that the food last taken is so 
rich in quality or so excessive in quantity 
thut the stomach cannot digest; it. 


A simple diet on grains and ripe fruit, 


with sufficient exercise in. the open air to 
keep up a gentle perspiration, would 
speedily effect a. cure. With some persons 
this headache comes 011 at regular iuter- 
\ als and is the stomach's signal of dis- 
tress at having been imposed upon. To 
uike two twispooufuls of powdered char- 
coal in a glat-s full of \\aterwill some- 
times give relief, oratablespooiil'ulof lem- 
on juice 15 minutes before each meal and 
the same at bedtime.—New York Ledger. 


I believe philologists attribute the fre- 


quent disrespect with which the letter !

France, became, naturally enough, affect- 
ed by its people's manner of speech and 
returned to their own country to infect 
their families and acquaintances with 
some influences which go to determine 
method of pronunciation. And at that 
time it w£w really an English—not British 
—army which did the bulk of the fighting. 


Again, from time to time various quar- 


ters of England have been u.-ed as settle- 
ments for French refugees—the Hugue- 
nots, for example—and French prisoners. 
Even so late us the beginning of the pres- 
ent century, when we were in a chronic 
state of warfare with Napoleon Bonaparte, 
great numbers of Frenchmen settled, as 
prisoners on parole, in 
England — tho 


southern land midland counties especially, 
which, as wo know, are the districts in

Scotland, Iceland and Wales were not 


under these same influences, their greater 
distance from the continent being one of 
the reasons.

After that, 
under the direction of a Lyceum bureau, 
which fu«id him $10o a month and all his 
traveling expenses, he delivered it iu Bal- 
timore, Washington, Philadelphia, Caixi- 
deu, Pinsburg and many other places, 
convincing many deep thinkers of the fal- 
lacies of the now generally accepted theory 
of the solar system.

"From the rising of thc sun." But in 
Joshua's command to the sun to stand still 
Dr. Jasper finds his greatest argument and 
his peroration. Tho eighth verse of the 
thirty^eighrh chapter of Isaiah and tho 
twelfth and thirteenth verses and the 
tenth chapter of Joshua end tbe sermon 
thus: 


"Behold, I will bring again thc shadow

So 
the sun returned 10 degrees, by which de- 
grees it was gone down."

bodice were treated t\ ith becoming rever- 


Taking this established fact as .a start- 


ing point, Flinders Petrie, tho eminent 
English archseolojiiw, recently set himself 
to study the psychology of anthropophagy, 
and he was soon in possession of several 
other equally remarkable facts. For ex- 
ample, he learned that of every 100 persons 
who eat human flesh 20 do so with tho ob- 
ject of honoring the dead as well as of se- 
curing their good will and thus obtaining 
for themselves perfect happiness io the 
next world. Such is the custom of the 
Tibetans, as well as of the. Australian 
and South American aborigines. The Tib- 
etans were especially wont to hold most 
impressive religious ceremonies while the 
cannibalistic feasts were going on. 


The Samoides do not hesitate to eab 


their parents, and in defense of their con- 
duct they maintain that the dead will thus 
live, more happily and altogether more 
romfortably in the future life. In ancient 
times certain tribes invariably ate their 
deceased fri<mds and relatives, as they con- 
sidered that it would be a monstrous thing; 
to hand them over to the tender mercies of. 
the worms. All cannibals, however, are 
not actuated by such unselfish mot'yes- 
According to some writer*,, jnanj canni- 
bals eat human flesh with the object of ob- 
taining direct benefits thereby. 
Thus we 


are told that 19 per cent of them eat the 
most stalwart warriors who fall in battle, 
with the hopeof thus increasing their own 
courage, and that they also eat dead chil- 
dren with the object of thus recovering 
lost youth. 
Again, 10 per cent eat thair 


nearest relatives through religions mo- 
tives, since they hope thus to escape tho 
wrath of the gods. Moreover, 5 per cent, 
eat human flesh because they hope in this 
manner to punish those whom they are 
eating. 


There is room for much furtlier investi- 


gation in this direction, and those who 
know Mr. Petrie are confident that he 
will in the near future discover many 
more equally interesting facts regarding 
cannibalism. — New York Herald.

Perilous Part of tb« Work of 


i«X the Krooklyn Bridge. 


The mo=t luizanloiis work in painting 


tin- Urooklyii bridge is not done while 
MMiigmg from a rigger's seat up among 
the strands that hang from the four big 
cable*

wructun- 
A fall from almost any place 


on the bridge mwins death to the painters, 
aisd it matters Uttle to thc-iu where they 
are at work, BO far aj> an unsteadint*s 
f ruin the fear of falling is concerned. But 
w ht-n they are at work swinging under- 
neath the bridge they must keep an eye 
oj*n for » danger that confronts tnem in 
no other place on the structure. They 
ijju»t \vutch for the tall masts of vessels 
lot they be swept away through the neg- 
lect of a skipper to loner his topmasts. 


Out- such accident has already occurred, 


and the painters saved themselves by 
springing from their scaffold to the baaing 
of the bridge. The t:de was high, but the 
skipper of a tall masted vessel bound up 
the sound thought be had room and to 
spare to clear the bridge without housing 
his masts. The men at work on the scaf- 
fold happened to look around at the right 
tune. They saw they were in danger and 
leaped to a place of safety. The topmast 
uiine along, tore one end of the scaffold 
lose and left it hanging by the other end. 
The paint pots wr-nt into the river as the 
vessel swayed to one side. Had the work- 
men remained on the scaffold they would 
have been thrown into the water, and un- 
doubtedly that would hare meant death to 
them. 


The bridge is painted from top to bot- 


tom every four years. The work is done 
by what are known as bridge painters. 
They are men who receive the ordinary 
•wages of house painters, but get more con- 
stant employment through being able to 
•work in hazardous places. They are sail- 
ors, most of them, and are practical rig- 
gers 
They work on elevated railroads, 


church steeples, flagpoles and any place 
•where their combined trades as riggers 
and painters are in demand. Superintend- 
ent Martin of the bridge said the other day 
that there was no difficulty in securing a 
supply of this kind of labor whenever it 
was needed.—New York Sun.

The amount of water re- 
quired depends on the season of the year, 
the amount of work done and the kind (if 
food eaten. In hot weather we require 
moro than in cold, because of the greater 
loss through the skin, though tins is in 
part made up by the lesser amount passed 
away through the kidneys. If a man la- 
bors very hard, he requires more than if 
his labor is light. A man working in a 
foundry, where the temperature is high 
and the perspiration profuse, not infre- 
quently drinks three or four gallons daily. 
If the food is stimulating and salty, more 
water is required than if it is bland. 


Vegetarians and those who u?e much 


fruit require lesrs water than those who eat 
salt, fish and pork, and often get along on 
none except what is in their food. In most 
cases our instincts tell us how much water 
to drink far better than any hard or fixed 
rule.
